BLOOD RESERVES 


I visited the Roman Catholic Blood fchool, which 
ie situated on this R VO. There are eleven Sistere in thie 
Inetitution and b een sixty and seventy children. Ae usual, 

I found the children in excellent shape - clean, well dressed and 
tidy. Thie was not a dr parade. The children are well fed 
and good work ie being done here. Thies work, however, ie being 
carried on under great disadvantages. The present school build- 
ing is certainly unfit to carry on work in. However, the time 
die not far distant I hope, when they will enjoy a new building; 
and when it ie built and operated, it will be a credit to the 
Indian Department. The work they are now doing under great 
disadvantages would be discouraging to most people. Ae it ie, 
I found everything in the old building immaculate. They want 
to do a little brightening up of the interior of the classroom 
and livingroom, and asked to be allowed to have a little paint 
to do this work. I gave the Agent the necessary authority to 
purchase a emall quantity of paint.

Dear Mr. Stewart! 


I am sending to you under separate cover, 
plans for a cow barn and horse barn which I propose build- 
ing at the new Anglican School on the Blood Reserve, and 
for the Roman Catholic School on the same Reserve, which 
school is to be built in a year from now. 


I wish particularly to draw your attention 
to the construction of these buildings. The cattle barn 
is on the usual concrete foundation with proper footings. 
The walls have two thinkmesses of shiplep with paper, a6 
well as drop siding. It has a concrete floor throughout. 
he stanchions are of iron as well as the divisions between 
the stalls; in fact the building throughout is modern con- 
struction, The horse barn is built almost in the same 
way, except that the stalle are plank, the driveway is 
concrete and the mangers are wooden. 


In addition to these two buildings there is 
@ warehouse required at the Agency. This building is to 
be 48 ft. long and 24 ft. wide, heavy construction. 


I nave received an offer to build the 
whole three buildings for $5500. In other words, we are 
getting the three buildings for one-third what it cost to 
put up one stable at Edmonton, or one-half what it cost to 
build one stable at Blackfoot. There is nothing cheap 
about these buildings. The construction is heavy. 
just want you to see the siane before I start doing the 
work. I would either let a contract; or send @ man up 
to take charge, and buy the material loca '. If I let 
a@ contract, it would be necessary to hav jlue Prints 
taken. This could be done here, as well as getting out 
a list of material, 


I am sending these plans, so that you can 
see what we are getting for our money, and I would ask 
you to kindly return taoem after you have examined them.

2nd, Since the buildings 4#4 were condemned no repairs 
of any account were made with the result that they are ina 
state of delapitation. 

3rd, Zhe actual school built originally for fifty pupils 
is filled to capacity,yet thereon the Reserve many others 
who cannot be admitted for lack of space and accomodation 


(there are about 150 children of school age who are members 
of our Church. 


4th, A new residential school has been erected for the 
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Church of England and our Indians claim the same privelge for their

Sth. If this request was refused we would be in danger of 
loosing mang pupils who by right belong to us on account of the infer- 
dorty of our position.

With reference to the plans of the Dueck Lake, Sask. 
Residential School, which were sent here some time ago to Rev. 
¥r.Ruaux, Prineipal of the above School, for his consideration 
and suggesctene I beg to inform you that these plans sre being 
returned to you under sepatate eover. 

Having been at Duck Lake not only while the plans were 
being prepared, but also at different times during the construc 
tion of the building, I thought I was in a position t° discuss 
this matter here with Rev.fr.Ruaux.Consequently I have drawn 
sketches of the different floors according to the same size 
building as at Duck fake; these sketches are not exact as to 
scale, but might prove sufficient to convey to you the trend 
of our sugges dons and help you to draw up the new ones. These 
are included among the returned plans. 

The main change is the location of the accommodation for 
the boys to the wing intended for the girls, and vice versa. 
Now, Dear Sir, allow me to submit the following detailed sug- 

estions which I have gathered particularly after my last visit 
o Duek Lake, a month ago, when the new building was about com- 
pleted, and thus I was acquainted with some changes made.

Several people have made the remark to that 
effect. I presume that the cost would not be any greate~. 

In that case, the walls would have to be higher, all-wing 
fifteen feet inside, and thus eye a standing capacity in the 
Baleonyof about seven feet, and thereby afford more seating 
capacity for choir; and in that case the windows shou d be 
somewhat larger in height.. The metallio ceiling, if not 
plastered, might be drawn up in large pannels. 

If the span of the roof over the Chapel, in that case, 

would require steel-posts, four of these could be placed in such 
a way as to allow a passage of five feet wide in the cantre of 
the Chapel.

It was agreed that we should 
acquire a property in Southern Alberta, upon which an ine 
dustrial school would be built for the use of the Blood 
and Peigan Indians, this to take the place of the present 
High River industrial school. This school building has 
fallen into a dilapidated condi tion, and is not worth re- 
pairing. The present situation is inconvenient, and not 
Suitable for an effective institution of that kind.

Replying to your letter of the 2yth ulto. with 
reference to the lighting fixtures for this school, I have 
gone over the list submitted by the contractors. I have 
duly noted your desire to keep the cost of fixtures as near 
as possible to the allowance of 3500. 


The list of fixtures suggested by the contractors 
totals §10@2.30 according to their quotation. They also 
submit a list of suggested additional lights and switches 
to cost $226.20, thus making a combined total of 31270.50. 


I think in some respects the contractors’ list 
is unnecessarily expensive, particularly so in the number 
of ornate 3 light fixtures included by them 


When the question of lighting fixtures for St.Paul's 
School came up, I received a letter from Commissioner Grahan, 
enclosing a list of fixtures considered suitable, with 
approximate prices attached, and I was instructed to follow 
that list in arranging for the fixtures. 


Taking the St.Paul's list as a guide, I have made 
out a list for this school, with prices in accordance with 
previous costs, and I respectfully submit it for your 
consideration. 


You will see that the fixtures for outlets shown on 
the plans come to $565.55, and suggested additional lights, 
switches, night lights, plugs, etc, costing $324.50, making 
a combined total of $890.05. This is about 9350.00 higher 
than the St.Paul's Job cost, but this is a larger school, 
with many more outlets. it is $379.95 less than the cost of 
the lighting fixtures and suggested extras submitted by the 
contractors. 


The prices I have mentioned for the various fixtures 
4n the list I am submitting are not arbitrary; there may be 
a little fluctuation up and down, but it should average out 
about as I show. 


Regarding the contractors' suggestion of installing 
telephone desk sets, this seems unnecessary at present as 
there is no telephone service on the Reserve yet. 


With regard to the suggested ventilator fan for the 
engine room, I do not consider this to be needed,as the 
engine room will have an outside window, and if we use an 
automatic plant there will not be very much fumes from the 
smaller battery that such a plant calls for. 


I note that the contractors suggest additional 
fire gong service to cost $71.50 extra. According to the 
specifications, (Clause 20, Page 60) "an 6" enclosed 
type vibrating gong shall be installed in corridor on each

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e.... and wired to operate from offices on ground floor, and one 
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room on each of the other floors." 


The contractors consider that, under this Clause, they 
are not required to inetall a fire-gong in either the basement 
or the gnd floor, as no “corridor” is shown on the plans for 
these floors. In my own experience I have not placed fire-gongs 
in basements. In the case of the 2nd floor, 1 think that two 
gongs (6" would do) should be installed, one for the boys and 
one for the girls, and it may be that the contractors might 
fairly claim an extra for these. I would suggest, therefore, 
that the 8" gongs be installed on the ground floor and first 
floor, as specified, and an additional 6" gong be placed in each 
of the two divisions of the 2nd floor. Presumably the contractors 
will be entitled to an extra for the two 6" gongs on the 2nd 
floor. I shall await your ruling in this matter of fire-gongs 
before instructing the contractors. 


With reference to the general wiring plan, the only 
fault I have noted so far is that the panel boxes are shown 
in passages instead of being placed in rooms not accessible to 
the pupils of the school, as called for in the Snecifications. 
I will have this corrected, and will take pains to see that the 
Specifications are carried out, and the work done in accordance 
with the regulations of the Underwriters. I will deal directly 
with the contractors regarding the wiring plan, which I think 
you intend me to do.

To get the full efficiency from the suggested hot 
water oiroulating line it should be covered like a steam 
main with air cell coverings The contractors have quoted 
a@ price as follows:

No range boiler is provided in the kitchen in 
this school.

As there has been & considerable amount of 
controversy between your Inepeotor, Mr. 8.Gardner Smith, and 
ourselves with reference to the Coal Bin, we are explaining our 
position to you in this matter. 


In the first place, on July llth last we 
received an order which read as follows "gZnlarge coal bin to 
the same size and type a8 the one at Ste Paul sohool, with 
reinforced slab roof, with two rings and covers for receiving the 
coal. &xact size of enlarged coal bin will be given in & separ’ 
letter. Means of payment will also be separately exmplaine Lad 
But we have nothing further on our files to show what the means 

of payment would be, 80 that we had no way of countering the idea 
that we were going to put all the concrete in the puilding 4-to-1.

of the Inspector, they insisted that the damage was 
caused through no fault of their's.

s buckling Gardner Smith attributes 
to the effect of the wind, ¥ locality blows 
with extreme force and often for days at a time, causing 
a suction which tends to draw and buckle the roofing 
thus causing it to crack where the buckling takes place 
through which water finds its way. le suggests as @ 
remedy against & recurrence of the trouble, which under 
present conditions he claims is inevitable, the 
following treatment:- 


Sweep off loose gravelinto piles, then 


make a heavy pouring (not just a swabbing) of hot pitch. 
While the pitch is hot, spread a heav covering of fine 
and coarse gravel. ‘he pitch must be f sufficient 
depth to make a bed into which a large quantity of stone 
can sink and become embedded. In this way the necessary 
weight can be secured to hold the roofing down and 
prevent the action of the wind.

I enclose herewith an a/o for $97.30 rendered by 
ReAeLister & Co. (Canada) Ltd. and I must confess I am 
somewhat puzzled to know what to do about it. 


When the Lister plant arrived at the Cardston 
Station, towards the end of the school contract, there was 
nobody to take delivery of it. The general contractors! 
local Sup't. Mr. Turton, would have nothing to do with it, 
seemingly feeling aggrieved because his firm were not 
installing it. I therefore wired the Lister Co. telling them 
the plant had arrived at the station. That is as far as my 


responsibility went. 


I received a reply stating that their man would stadt 
shortly to set up the plant. I told Mr. Turton of it, and 
he made no objections to the man coming then. However, when 
Lister's man did arrive he stated that he would reqire five 
full days in order to install the plant, and that the 


temporary pumping plant would have to be dismantled, and 

no water could be pumped during the interval. Mr. Turton 
insisted that he could not do without water for so lng a 

time, and in consequence Lister's man was not permitted to 

do his work then, but had to make a second trip when it suited 
Mr. Turton to have him come. The accompanying bill for $97.30 
is Liste: 's charge for their man's first trip. 


Not knowing just what disposition should be made 
of this account, I thought I had best write you a letter of 
explanation, and send you the account, to be dealt with as you 


think right.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 6th inst., 
with letter enclosed from Messrs. Smith Bros. & Wilson,Ltd., 
contractors, on the subject of responsibility for Lister's 
charge of $97.50. 


The contractof's atatement is inaccurate in saying 
that, in my wire to Listers telling them their plant led 
arrived, I had asked them to send their man. I merely 
notified them of the arrival of their plant at the station, 
and my reason for doing so was because the contractors’ 
superintendent would have nothing to do with it as his fim 
were not installing the electric plant, and because storage 
charges were mounting up. I enclose a copy of 1 telegram to 
Listers.

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I enclose letters received from Listers, in which 
they acknowledge the plan of the machinery room which I had 
sent them. In this letter (Nov.26th) 24 hours was mentioned 
as the time it would take to set their engine bases, and Mr. 
Turton was prepared to shut down for the 24 hours mentioned, 
but thought power for the pump would then be available from 
one of the Lister engines. Lister's expert did not arrive 
until eight days after I sent the telegram, ond there was 
ample time for Mr. Turton to stop him from coming had he 
thought it necessary.

Lister's man arrived on the 16th December, and 
then we were informed for the first time thet he 
require five full days to set up s plant, and that the 
temporary pumping plant would be in his way and would have to 
come down. Mr. Turton could not do without water for so long 
a time, and in consequence Lister's man had to make a second 
trip. 


My responsibility was just in the matter of 
sending the telegram, and that was simply an act of courtesy. 
Mr. Turton would undoubtedly have stopped Lister's man from 
coming so soon had he not gathered from Lister's letter (which 
I had shown him) that there would only be 24 hours' inter- 
ruption to the pumping service, but he could not agree to 
shutting down for five days.

=] . Gardner Smith, the representative of the 
tment, states that he notified your firm by telegram 
that the plant had arrived at destination, the receipt of 
whieh you acknowledged stating that a man was leaving at 
onee to look after the installation. Your expert, however, 
aia not arrive until eight days after the receipt by 
of this telegram. Prior to t.is, on the 26th of November 
1925, you advised Mr. Gardner Smith that you had received 
a copy of the proposed layout of the engine room and thet 
24 hours would be sufficient for the concrete bed to settle 
hard enough to put down the bases for the plant which 
seemed to indicate that any interruption, if such were 
necessary, of the water supply which the General Contractors 
were making use of, would be but brief. I understand, 
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Indian Affairs. 


however, that when your man arrived, he stated that he would 
require five full daysto install the plant and that the 
$emporary pumping plant ould have to be dismantled. This, 
of course, precluded the use of water by the General 
Contractas for a period of time which would have seriously 
incommoded them and they objected to the inconvenience. 


Your man, therefore, withdraw but returned later, and I 
understand that the account to ich I have referred, covers 
the expenses he incurred on the occasion of his second 
visit. 


I should be glad if you could offer me a reason 

why, in view of the resulting circumstances, arrangements 
Gould not have been made to prepare the Government's I“spector 
and the General Contractors for any inconvenience which would 
have resulted during the installation of the plant. Arrange- 
ments, I think, could have been made by letter which would 
have obviated this.

When 
our man arrives he will then run his piping while the concrete 
is setting ready to put the plants in. 24 hours will be 
sufficient for e concrete to rden enough to place the 
base only of the plats in, once he has his pipe layed the 
concrete can all be done and the pipes will then be buried 
in the concrete instead of showing over the top of the floor. 
We are awaiting on word from Mr. Wylie to send a man forward 
or if you will send us a wire that the plants are there we 
will have a man go forward at once. We trust this is 
satisfactory.

you have had the proper information. 


We are enclosing a copy of the letter which 
we wrote to Mr. =. Garnder Smith on December 4th,1925 
which was in reply to letter from him asking about the 
floor for the plant. You will notice in the last paragraph 
of the ltter we said we were waiting on word from Mr. Wylie 
to tell us to send a man forward or if Mr. Smith would send 
us a wire that the plants were there ready, we would have 
aman go forward at once. He sent us a wire, a copy of which 
we are enclosing, on December 8th, stating "Your power and 
LightingPlant arrived Cardston Station on fourth", from 
which we could not do otherwise than interpret that everything 
was ready for installation. When our man arrived at Cardston 
there was a gas engine and pumping equipment in the engine 
room used for supplying water to the general contractor. This 
equipment was directly in the road where the plants were 
to be set and when our man intimated that they would have 
to be removed the general contractor's foreman would not 
here of it at all, he actynlly refused to have any interruption 
at this point. Our man therefore could not do otherwise than 
withdraw from the job owing to the buildings not being ready 
for the installation. While our man was there he availed 
himself of the opportunity of going over the other pleats on 
the reserve and looking them over and then returned to Winnipeg.

- A short time ago, I received a letter 
from lir. Je Be Pugh, Indian Agent at Cardston, stating 
thet he had discussed with the Reverend Principal of 
the St. Mary's R.C.Indian Residential School, the 
matter of fire escapes at that institution and they 
appear to be concerned because there is no direct access 
to the fire escapes from the girls’ and boys' 
dormitories and *me& in case of fire, they would have 
to pass at the heads of the main staircases and argue 
that if there was a fire in the vicinity of the stair- 
cases, the children would not be able to get out that 
way. As a remedy, they suggest that a fire escape be 


placed in both the dormitories, the exit to which 
will be through the window of the staff room. 


I do not see that the objections are 
well taken. or that there is any necessity for the 
placing of fire escapes as suggested. The staircases 
in this school are of steel construction and, therefore, 
are fireproof, and if the children are properly drilled 
and taught what to do in case of a fire, the existing 
fire escapes are, in my opinion, sufficient. I should 
like, however, to receive an expression of opinion 
from the Department.

Lest fall the Principal built a new house 
for Mr. Cote, the teacher, at a cost of approximately 
$4,000.00, and he expects to be re-imbursed by the 
Department. Therefore, this amount was placed in the 
Estimates. 

It was also brought to my attention that 
water was continually draining into the Sub-basement,. 
This is used as a storehouse for fruit, canned goods, 
etc., but is below the basement proper and cannot be 
drained into the sewer. The existing condition is not 
very good as there is a smell from the Stagnant water. 
The basement is continually being pumped out, but it is 
Slways damp. It will be a difficult undertaking to 
drain the basement as the drain would have to run out 
to the coulee, which is a considerable distance from 
the school, end levels etc. would have to be taken, 

There is also the matter of doors in the 
playroom which i will take up in a special letter. 

This echool had a very good crop last 
Summer - 3,000 bus. of wheat, 2,300 bus. of oats, 860 
bus. of barley, 600 bus. of potatoes, and a lot of 
other vegetables. They have a nice herd of cattle, 
raise pigs, and also keep a lot of chickens. The 
School now supply their own requirements in the way of 
beef and pork. ¥rom 16 to 20 cows are milked, and 
the children are receiving all the milk they require. 
Eleven hundred pounds of butter were packed during the 
Summer for the use of the children this winter. 

The children looked well and were well 


clothed, and I am pleased to be able to report that,

I beg to refer to your letter No 103-2-5,dated June the 8th 
1929, and the reply of Rev.¥ater E.Ruaux,Principal,dated June 
the 12th 1929. This is in connection with the erection of a 
cottage for a married teacher. And as the matter at the time was 
considered very urgent and in the interests of the School,Kev. 
Father Ruaux proceeded with the building last Fall. 

Now I take the liberty of submitting this matter again to 
your consideration,with the object of obtaining a refund of the 
moneys invested in that building. Although I acknowkedge that this 
was done without your formal approval,nevertheless this question 
was thouroughly examined and discussed by us, and for the best in- 
terests of the School and the Department it was conceded that the 
cottage should be eredted. 

The teacher,Mr.Coady\had been teaching at St Mar, 
for three years and a half,and during that period had given entire 
satisfaction to the pupils,to the Indian parents,to the Agent anu 
to the Inspectors.You will agree with meghow difficult it is to 
secure and keep,for a number of years,a real competent teacher on 
an Indin Reserve. Mr.Coady,about to be married,would not remain on 
the staff unless he were given convenient quarters, and rooms for 
him and his.wife could not conveniently be set apart in the Schoo 
pbuilding. 

I understand that a cottage,costing $4500.00,had been built 
by the Department at St Paul's School,Cardston, for the Farm In- 
structor whose wife is also a teache 

Rev.Father Ruaux,the Principal,before undertaking the con- 
struction of this cottage for the teacher,submitted the whole 
matter to Mr.Pugh,the Indian Agent,making him acquainted with al 
the details of the con$ract and the cost.Naturally the Indian Ag 
could not authorize the undertaking,as this belongs entirely to 
jurisdiction of your Department.Nevertheless Mr.Pugh,residing ne 
the School,was in a position to ascertain the nature of the con- | 
struction and can now warrant that there was no extravagance and

I herewith forward copy of the Cotract and all the re- 
ceipted Invoices of work and material paid on this cottage,so 
thas your Department may satisfy itself how the expenses were 
incurred. I understand that Inspector Mr.Christianson is also 
well acquainted with the facts and is in a position to report 
on same. 

Moreover,Honorable Sir,you are aware that when the Oblate 
Fathers took over the management of the new Schoils both at the 
Bloods and the Piegans,they were faced with very serious sacri- 
fices regarding the finances.We realize that we are to cooperate 
with the Department in the respective Indian Instittions.But in 
the present instance we feel that we should not be called upon 
to bear this heavy disbursement for an important and necessary 
improvemnet at the St Mary's School. It is true that in this 
particular case we have proceeded without your formal approval, 
but we had concluded that your authorisation was only delayed 
and postponed for the time being. 

We are fully convinced that you will now favorably take up 
this matter and see your way to refund to the Oblate Fathers the 
sum of $3799.00,which we have expended on a cottage which is a 
credit to the Department and to the School. 

Therefore I hope that you will succeed even to include 


this item of expenditure for the present Fiscal year 1929-1930. |

I have the honour to report on an inspec- 


tion made last week at the St. Mary's Roman Catholic 


School on the Blood Reserve, I might say that I did 
not inspect the class rooms, as I intend to leave as 
much of the inside work as I possibly can for the wine 
ter months. 

I went through the building, and around 


the grounds, and went into the general management of 
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the ingitution. Thie school has gone into farming and 
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cattle-raising quite extensively. At the present time 
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the following acreage is under cultivation: Wheat — 
200 acres; Oats ~ 65 acres; barley - 60 acres; green 


feed = 40 acres; potatoes 6 acres; garden - 4 ncres; and 


Indian Affairs. 
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they are summerfallowing about 120 acres, making & total 
of approximately §00 acres. The crop looked exceptionally 
well, and no doubt the work on the land is being well per- 
formed, as Brother Tom, the Farming Instructor, 18 an ex- 
cellent farmer. It will therefore be seen that that part 
of the work is being properly attended to. 

The school owns 205 head of cattle, and 25 
head of work horses, The average number of cows milked 
A. 8. Williams, Feq., during the year...- 
Acting Deputy Superintendent General, 

Department of Indian Affairs, 
OTTAWAs 
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during the year is from 15 to 20, They also keep 400 


chickens and between 70 and 190 pigs. All the hams and 
bacons required for the school are cured on the premises. 

No cream, butter or eggs are sold, but are used at the 
achool, and all the beef required is slaughtered at the 
school. Thirty head of cattle were put through the slaughter 
house last year. The children are obviously very well fed, 
and with the splendid garden, they receive a great variety 
of food as well. 

At the time of my visit there were 136 chi14~ 
ren in residence and only one pupil to be discharged during 
the holidays. There are, however, quite @ few to be dis- 
charged during the coming winter. 

The staff at the school consists of 15 sisters, 
a Principal, Assistant Principal, one male teacher, an engine 
eer, farming instructor, and two labourers, or a staff of 22 
in all. There are three class rooms in the school, one being 
taught by Mr. Cote, who has been there for a number of years, 
and the other two by the sisters, I might say that I was in 
the senior boys' room, which is taught by Mr. Cote, who, I 
consider, is a very competent teacher and has a good manner 
of handling the Indian boys, both in and out of the classe 
room, 

The staff have out forth quite an effort to 
beautify the ground surrounding the school by planting trees 
and ehrubs, &c., and a great improvement has been brought 
about. However, in this respect, it does not compare with 
the Roman Catholic School on the Peigan Reserve. 

The buildings are all in a good state of re- 


pair with the exception of the flooring in the cow stable, 
Thid will...--- 
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This will have to be replaced. They have also had con- 
siderable trouble with water coming into the sub-cellar 
in the school, and the cement floor is all broken up. 

The Principal informed me that he had requisitioned for 
the cement for the last four years, but it had never been 
supplied. This I am taking up with the Department in a 


separate letter. 
Another matter which I wish to bring to 


your attention is that where the top of the outer wall 


is finished with a cement block, set in about two inches 
from the outside brick, the two inch thickness is faced wi 
with cement, This cement facing is gradually falling 
off, thus allowing the rain to get through the cement 
block and through the walls. The cement falling is very 
dangerous for the children and others around the school. 
I do not know whether I have made myself cleay,but if 
the Department do not understand whet I mean, I shall 
endeavour to explain it more clearly in a special letter. 
I do not wish to make any recommendation in connection 
th repairing this, as in my opinion it would be futile 
to replace the cement facing, unless we found a more 
satisfactory method of doing it, as it would only fall 
off again in time, A well qualified man in that line 
should be consulted, or our architect at Ottawa might 
have some suggestions to offer in the matter. I only 
wish to impress upon the Department that some steps 
should be taken to deal with this, and if there is any- 
thing further Iain do in the matter to procure informa- 
tion for the Department, I shall be glad to do 60. 
From my obeervations of this insitution, 


I consider that the children are bdng well looked after. 


They Are....ee 
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They are well clothed and receive an abundance of food, 


and receive excellent care in every way. 


During the winter monthe I shall inspect 
the class roome for my own satisfaction, to show the 
children that I am taking an interest in their welfare, 
and I will also go fully into the other fields of en- 
deavour of the staff. 

In connection with the outside work the 
boys of course work on the farm and in the garden, help 
with the stock raising, &c., and in that way get @ fair 
education in general farm work. During the holidays the 


girls do the milking, but the rest of the time this work 


is done by the boys.

last few years. I remember Doctor Stone visitting 
thie echool with me two or three years ago and at 
that time he remarked that he was hot satisfied with 
the appearance of the children, This could not be 
said now, as the children, from a layman's point of 
view, are in perfect health. This is partly due to 
the fact that the school is now better off financially 
than when it was first opened, and they operate quite 
a farm, raise their own beef, and have an abundance 
of cream, milk, butter, eggs, &c., and as the child- 
ren are better fed, their health has naturally 
improved, 


BUILDING: 
The interior of the building is in 


splendid shape. The Department are aware that wherever 
the Sisters of Charity are in charge of a school, it 

ie always kept perfectly clean and in good condition 
at all times. 

The furniture in every room looke just 
as good as the day it was purchased, &e they are con~ 
tinually poliehing and varnishing it to preserve it. 

One thing that needs attention is the 
matter of floors in the recreation rooms; They are 
cement, and were not properly finished off, and be-~ 
come very dusty. Aside from this, everything is in 
Awl shape. 
MACHINERY: 


The boilers in the engine room are in 


good shape. The rest of theequipment is all run by 


electricity as the school is hooked up on the Calgary 


Power Company's electric tranemission lines. 
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ST. MARY'S (Continued) ,~ 
TEACHING OF CHILDREN OTHER THAN CLASSROOM WORK: 


The girls are taught @eneral household 
work, including cooking, &c., and they also assist in 
making articles of clothing which are, for the most 
part, made at the school. The older boys, under the 
Supervision of Brother Tom, do all the outside work. 

Both the boys and girle, therefore, are 
taught the practical method of Performing work that 
they are likely to have to do upon leaving school, 
and graduates of this school are well fitted for 


taking up their duties in household work and farming. 


QUTBUILDINGS: 


The outbuildings are all in Splendid 
Shape, as flours that were broken last summer when 
I was at the school have been repaired, A new out- 
building has also been erected by the Principal at 
&@ cost of about $500.00. There is a root cellar 
under the building and the building itself is for 
the purpose of Storing grain. One end is partitioned 
off for a repair shop, 
pamaeil The school harvested a fair crop this 
year, and although the farm at the school was well 
operated, the yield just averaged about the same as 
the Indians' crop, The amount harvested was 2300 
bushels of wheat, 1400 bushels of oats, 800 bushels 
of barley, 700 bushels of potatoes and a quantity of 
other garden truck, Eighty tone of green feed were 
put up and 160 acres of land were summerfallowed.

The school has 203 head of cattle and 
27 head of horses, 35 pigs and 200 Ghickens, They 
were milking 16 cows which were giving about 10 pails 
of milk per day. This ie all given to the children, 
Sixteen hundred (1600) pounds of butter werepacked 
during the summer holidays which is also being used 


in feeding the children. 


STAFF: 


Assistant Principal, one lay brother, one engineer, 


The staff consists of the Principal, 


two labourers, one male teacher and fifteen sisters. 


GENERAL: 
In conclusion I wish to state that in 


my opinion this institution is well managed in every 
respect and the children are well fed and well clothed 


and receive the best of treatment.

MS While we were working on this well, the Prin- 
cipal of the St. Paul's Anglican School advised me that 
their pump had broken on September let, ani the children 
in school. I went to the school to find that they were 
also out of water and found that the rode had broken off 
in the bottom of the well and the leather in the valves 
reversed and worn. I, therefore, deemed it advisable to 
pull this pump, and accordingly got the driller to set 
shere at a cost of $75.00 to draw the pump and clean this 
well out, which was done. We found about six feet of a 
shale of a fine grade in this well, but the brass barrel 
in good shape. The rod@ were repaired by Weston Bros. of 
Cardston. That well is nov working in good shape. I did 
find, however, that in thie well, the pump site fairly well 
up, is a 4" pipe pump, and the well casing is as shown in 
the log, reduced, and therefore the pump cannot be lowered. 
I would suggest that when next this well is worked on, that 
a 3" pump pipe be used and then lowered into the well casing. 


As with the Blood School, I put in a lot of time 
at the Anglican School, and the cost of this work will be 
$75.00 for well rig and work, ani a charge for repairs to 
rod and help in getting the rods out ete. to get s supply 
of water, pending the cleaning of the well. 


Both schools rendered assistance in the work, 
particularly the Blood R.C.School, as the work is heavy, 
and the expense was kept down in this respect using only 
two on the well rig, and T usy sey that by careful planning, 
the two jobs have been done under the cost I estimated, and 
as a consequence of the break down at St. Paul's School, I 
did that job without wiring the Department for authority, 
ag it appesred an absolute necessity to satiefy myself and 
the schools that an efficient water supply be maintained 
from all points of view. I trust the Department will concur 
in my actions in the satter. 
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irs. 
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The total cost of both jobs will not exceed 
$350.00, and the Department may be assured that the work 
was done economically, and that the water supply is suffic- 
ient at both schools.

the flu The flue was a double affair, so I had Weston 
out through the wall and open up into the other flue, 
and went in with a square thimble, which Flett made at 
a cost of $2.25. Weston's labour will be %5.00. 


Under the circumstances I had no 
other alternative in getting these two jobs done. 


The range is all set up and was in 
good shape, and by getting into the two flues we have 
an efit from the 12" round pipe into an oblong thimble 
17x7é", which I think will be satisfactory.

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put in as floor-covering downstairs at 
a cost of approximately $250.00. This 
was paid for vy the school management. 
The outside buildings 
ere all in pretty fair shape 4s far 
as it is possible for the steff to 
keep them, but owing to the very high 
winds there, considerable demage has 
been done to doprs, shingles, aCe, 
and they require a great deal of re- 
pairing to put them in proper shape. 
I would estimate at it would take a 
carpenter ebout a month to do the 
necessary work on these outbuildings, 
and if this is not soon cone they 
will be in much worse condition 
later on. Once the shingles start 
to clow off and the wind gets in 
under them and the paper, it does 
not take long for a whole roof to be 
ruined. In wy opinion it would be 
money well spent to attend to this 
matter right away. Very little mater- 
ial is required, and the expenditure 
would be principally for laboure 
The bake oven needs re- 
placing. It is badly burnt out and I 
am informed it was never of very much 
use as it was much too small. What is 


required is a 200-loaf bake oven.

They have about 200 head 
of cattle and hogs and anumber of horses-- 
all they require--anca chickens, geese, 
turkeys, &c. All the beef and pork 


used by the school is produced theres 
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HEALTH3—- 

The children appeared to 
pe receiving the best of care and all 
looked very healthy. There were 153 in 
residence at the time of my visit and 
they all seemed very happy. 

They get all the wilk 
they can drink and as butter is made 
at the school they receive either fat 
or butter with their meals. The De- 
partment will realize that where a 
school raises a good garden, has some 
crop and reises all the beef and pork 
required, the children are naturally 
well fed. This is the case at this 
school and I wes very well pleased 
with the appearance of the children. 
TRAINING: — 

The boys do all the out- 
side work under the able direction of 
Brother Thom, who is an excellent 
Farming Instructor. 

The girls also receive 
a splendid training in the way of sew- 
ing, Washing, cooking and other house- 
hold duties, end if they do not make 
good use of the knowledge of housekeep- 
ing which they receive at school, it is 
not the fault of the Staff. 

GENERAL: - 
When I left the school I 


said good-bye to Sister St. Patrick who 


informed me that she wes leaving next 
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month for the East. Sister St. Patrick 
is about 65 years of age now and has 
spent about 35 years on the Blood and 
Peigan Reserves. She was Matron of our 
hospital on two different occasions and 
also has been Matron of the Blood School 
for a great number of years. It is with 
regret that I said zood-bye to this Sister: 
She has rendered faithful service both at 
the school and in the hospital, and I have 
always found her work of the highest or- 
der. She has given the best part of her 
life in trying to make something of the 


Indien children under her care. I know 
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she would appreciate very much a letter 


from the Department as she seemed to be 
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that once she got down to the 
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quite sure 


mother house she would be kept there owe 
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ing to her age and that her labours in 


the field would be terminated. 
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The other members of the 


staff at the school seem to be render— 
ing good service. There has been little 
change in the personnel since my last 


inspection.

I beg to advise that on a recent inspection 
for mopthly report purposes at the Blood R,C.School, the 
first since their very bad epidemic of measles, that a 
number of troubles in the plant were brought to my attention, 
and I now wish to ask for authority to incur the following 
expenditures. 


(1) Jacket Heater for Higt Water System, This has cracked, 
due to corrosion and san n @ eystem,and will have to be 
replaced, This was renewed three years ago, and is a trouble

It was found after completion of the 
radiator work in the tank tower, that the steam line 
was split in the piping for over 15 feet and had to 
be renewed, as it was impossible to raise any steam to 
the tower, As this line is an encased line, it was an 
expensive repair job, but one of necceesity, and with 
the expectancy of cold weather, I instructed Mr, Flett 
to make the necessary repair, The cause is not known of 
this splitting of the pipe line, and being a covered 
pipe cannot be discerned until steam is raised to the 
tank line, consequently it had not been noticed during 
the Summer, since shutting of the plant lest Spring. A 
leak was noticed last Winter, but not to interfere at that 
time. I regret not obtaining authority, but lateness of 
the season compelled me to have the work done to prevent 
further damage, and + trust the Department will concur,

With reference to your inquiry about the water 
supply for the Indian school on the Blood Indian Re- 
serve located on section 18, Township 4, Range 25, 
west of 4th Meridian, I looked up the geological con- 
dition and the information we had from the nearest 
wells. 


The school is located in an area underlain by 
the Willow Creek formation, This formation is usually 
very shaly with few beds of fine-grained sand. Judging 
from the fact that the reports show that coarse sand 
came into the well when it was cleaned I am inclined 
to believe that the water supply occurs in the for- 
mation below the Willow Creek on the St. Mary's 
formation. If this is the case there is a good chance 
that other water-bearing sands occur below the sand in 
which the present supply is obtained. To reach new 
sands it would be necessary to drill possibly a hundred 
feet deeper. 


The chances are that the stoppage of the 
present supply is due to cavings of soft clay shale 
left by the sand which has been 
during the life of the well. 
this is true it would be possible to obtain an ade- 
quate supply by drilling in a new location to the same 
horizon as that of the present well.

If the present well is deepened or a new well 
drilled the water-bearing sand should be properly 
screened to prevent the sand from flowing into the 
well. A metal screen will probably do although a 
gravel screen would give the best results. 


If you should deepen the well or drill a new 
well you should have the driller keep samples of the 
rock he passes through in drilling. If there is 
any question about deeper drilling we will be better 
able to advise you as to what should be done if we 
have samples of the rock to identify the formation.

Mr. Schmidt says that the connection of the new well with 
the high water tank outside the building, and the purchase and 
installation of a new electric motor for pumping, are matters 
involving technical points, and should only be decided by expert 
and experienced men, which is the reason why he asks that an 
official of the Dominion Water Power Bureau take charge, in 
co-operation with Kev. P.A, Charron, Principal of the School. 
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Likewise, Mr. Schmidt says that the selection of the proper 
screen is a matter of great importance, as "any kind" of a screen 
will not do: If mud, silt or fine sand is found in the water, & 
special size of mesh is required; therefore he suggests that the 
same procedure as was followed at Blue Quills School in 1838, be 
followed nere: i.e., that a sample of the mud, sand or silt be 
sent to the manufecturer of the screen, to determine the size re- 
quired. (Mr. Fetterly informs me that the screen for Blue 
quills was purchased from Crane's Ltd., Calgary, who procured 
it through E. &. Johnson Inc., St. Paul, Minn it being a 
"Cook" screen. Crane's Ltd. advise that in ordering a screen, 
the capacity of the pump, size of casing, depth of well and a 
sample of the sand (a pound or two), should be given )e

I have for acknowledgment your No. 103-2-5 of the 28th 
ultimo, re the Blood R. C. School well. I must first ask to be 
excused for not having replied sooner: I beg to say that the 
reason for this was that I was confined to my home, and for the 
greater part of the time to my bed, being quite sick. I returned 
to the office on the 13th instant, feeling better, but still 
somewhat weak and subject to he aches. 


I can appreciate your feeling distmrbed when receiv- 
ing letters from outsiders which led you to think that there 
was unnecessary delay in starting drilling on the new well: 
Taking everything into consideration from this end, however, 

I do not think there was any undue delay. 


I was sick in bed when the contents of your letter 
of the 17th ultimo, received at this office on the 20th, were 
made known to mé~ ~=- May I be allowed to remark that I was in 
doubt as to whether this was an authority to proceed with the 
sinking of a new well, as it also asked what the cost of other 
work in connection with a new well would be. <= I immediately 
asked Miss Blanchfield to write and wire the Department asking 
that someone from the Dominion Water and Power Bureau be put 
in charge of the well. A reply to this was received by e 
on the 24th ultimo; Father Charron was informed at once, and 
work on the new well (drilling) was commenced on Monday, January 
27the 


I asked Rev. Father Charron, Mr. A. McMillan, Clerk 
in Charge, and Mr. Maughan, the well driller, to come to Calgary 
on the 28th, ultimo, which they did. 


The 6 5/8" casing recommended by Mr. Maughan, which 
was to cost $1.50 per foot, could not be procured; (this size 
is not now manufactured). I therefore ordered full 6" lined 
pipe, at a cost of $1.82 per foots also a new shoe =~ $20.00; 
and extra collars at $1.75 each. These were sent out immediately. 


We also discussed and obtained prices on a new electric 
motor to operate the pump; also the excavating, &c., of a pit to 
house same, These matters were reported to the Department by 
Mr. MoMillan, at my request. 


Mr. P.A. Fetterly of the Dominion Water and Power 
Bureau was with on the 28th ultimo, and gave us some po: 
on certain matters. I had tried to contact him several tim 
beforeg twice before going to the Blood Reserve on the 9th of 
January, and again after my return; but was unsuccessful, as 
he was out of the citye 


As regards the pupils having been sent back to their 
homes: This was done before I was informed that the water 
supply at the school had failed; and I think it was the proper

Also, should the sewers have become blocked, 
and sickness broken out, we would have been in a terrible 
predicamente <= As regards the weather having been inclement, 
I do not wish to contradict anyone: However, I must say that 
according to old residents of Southern Alberta, the winter of 
1940-41 has so far been the mildest ever known to them, and 

so far has been without a storm or blizzard.

Wéxtract from Inspector Schmidt's report on the Blood 
R.C, Indian Residential School dated February 10, 1942. 


MAIN BUILDING 


As usual, I found this very clean and tidy. 
The dormitories are spotless and well aired. 


The coping -- cement blocks -- on top of the 
brick walls, is becoming loose. The filling between the 
blocks is crumbling, and allows the rain and snow to 
penetrate. This water runs down the walls, and affects 
the inside plaster, which is becoming stained, and in 
some places loosening from the lath. There is now a 
danger of considerable damage being done to the inside 
walls, more so to the upper part (corners). I was told 
that some seven or eight years ago these joints were 
filled with Tremco; if so, this does not appear to be 
the remedy for the trouble. It might be necessary to 
remove all the coping blocks, puild forms, and run 
fresh concrete to make a solid piece all around the 
top of the walls; or perhaps the present coping blocks 
could be covered over with some sort of asphalt mixture 
or compound, which would make it air- and water-tight. 
I am asking the Principal to call on the District 
Resident Architect at Calgary and discuss the matter 
with him on his next visit to the City. 


The cement floor in the boys’ playroom is 
again cracking: The crack runs at an angle from the 
S.E. corner of the room, across to the centre of the 
outside (North) wall. I am told this cracked some 
years ago, when it was patched with cement. It is 
now cracking again, and the concrete is chipping and 
crumbling for several inches on each side of the crack. 
There is something peculiar about this crack, which 
angles across the room, and which appears to have 
heaved a bit. It might be that there is a soft, wet 
spot, or a vein of water passing at this particular 
place. The floor needs to be repaired immediately, 
as there is danger of the boys tripping in this crack 
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while playing. I have asked that this matter be 
attended to without delay. 


EQUIPMENT 


This is sufficient for all present needs. 
The top of the large kitchen range is badly warped, 


and that part immediately over the fire box is badly 
burned. TI suggested to the principal and the Agent, 
that they make enquiries at the closest foundry -- 
Lethbridge or Calgary -- re having a new top made; 
or write to the manufacturers and make enquiries. I 
stated that I would mention this in my report.

This is a reduction of approximately $1000.00 on the re- 
vised cost of the work as estimated by itr. Willett when it 
aureere it would be necessary to pay Indian labour at the rate 
of 70 cents per hour. 


Mr. Willett has reported that he was able to obtain Indian 
labour at 60 cents per hour, and was also able to secure the use 
of a ditching machine, thereby greatly reducing the time and cost 
involved in the operations. 


He concludes his report by recommending an inspection of the 
work in the spring, at which time he suggests it may be advisable 
to embed the drain outlet ina concrete block for permanent pro- 
tection against winter movement. ‘This item could be handled as 
a maintenance item with the Indian Agent, and would not be import- 
ant enough to involve the transfer of funds. 


Under the circumstances it should be ossible to return 
approximately $1000.00 to the Indian Affairs Branch in the near 
future for application to other commitments.

Schools. ‘the operation of both schools have gone along smoothly 
during the quarter. A slight epidemio of influenza of a mild 
type struck the Blood R.C.School the latter part of the quarter 
with many of the children being laid up for a few days. Weather 
conditions prevented the carrying out of roof repairs to the 
St. Paul's School authorized before the end of the quarter. 

The operation of the Blood R.C. School was hampered considerably 
by the condition of the half mile of road between the Agency 
and this school, due to heavy drifted snow in January and 
February and then in “arch to melting snow and frost coming out 
of the ground and‘deep mud.

Reverend Fr. P. Charron, the principal of St. Mary's 
Indian Residential School on the Blood Reserve, has received a 
fairly large sum of money from the Oblates of Mary Immaculate 
missionary fund, which it is his purpose to use in the erection 
of a gymnasium for the use of his school children.

It has long been estimated that a building of this 
nature is quite essential for the education of the Indian 
children of that reserve. The broken up winter makes it quite 
impossible to have a skating rink and other winter sports 
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\at a time, the children are forced to spend their recreation 


\Y enjoyed by nearly all our residential schools. For long weeks 
N 
§ ours in recreation rooms considered too small for the purpose. 
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Indian Affairs. 


Moreover, the space allowed in the school for recrea- 
tional purposes is so small that it is very difficult to train 
the children in sports and health activities. Discipline, for 
both boys and girls,becomes a serious problem and cannot be 
directed along character building lines. 


Much emphasis is now being placed on the general 
health of the population of this reserve, and we consider that 
our school children are deprived of the necessary protection 
when forced to remain long periods in crowded and poorly ven- 
tilated recreation halls. This gymnasium and recreation centre 
will therefore fill a long needed want in this respect. 


With a gymnasium most of these obstacles will dis- 
appear as,such activities as basket-ball, indoor tennis and 
badminton, will be a source of enjoyment beneficial to all the 
children of the school. It is also hoped that in time bowling 
alleys will be provided and that the young men and women of

the reserve will be attracted to take a keener interest in 
sports with subsequent beneficial results from both an edu- 
cational and moral point of view. Moreover, the members of 
the Blood Reserve participate in sporting events the major 
part of which requires training in a gymnasium, and they all 
feel that they should have such a centre to enable them to 
meet and compete with children of other schools and localities. 


If the principal is able to secure the recreational 
gymnasium of the R.C.A.F. establishment at McLeod, the construc- 
tion of this recreation centre will become relatively easy. 

If not, he will use the ordinary building methods, and hopes 
to have the building completed a year from next September.
